It has been aſked why this univerſal rage of 
oollecting Coins In Anſwer to which it may be 
ſaid, There is no other way to preſerve them from 
Oblivior. Again, ſome of them, on account of 
Device, ſome for neataeſs of Workmanſhip, and 
all on account of their great Variety, may, nay 
will, claim the attention of the Curious in after- 
ages. Theſe conſiderations incite the judicious to 
make Collections, efpecially of the beſt Impreſſt- 
ons, while they are yet cheap and eafily to be met 
with, well knowing that they will never be of 
leſs value, nor their Beauty encreaſed by Wear. 

Many Coins, which might have been had in 
Currency a few Months back, at the value of a 
Halfpenny, now on account of their ſcarceneſs, 
bring a great Price ; and others, which are now 
deſpiſcd for their Commonneſs, will, in their 
turn, ſoon do the ſame; Many Collections are 
already eſtimated at great Value, and as time is 
daily adding thereto, what will they not amount.
